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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Specification: 

In the amended paragraph at page 5, line 1 1 : replace "17" with -7-. 
In the amended paragraph at page 7, line 3: replace "17" with -7-. 
In the Claims: 
Claim 24, line 6: delete "an". 

The above changes were made to correlate the specification with the corrected 
drawings as the tubing is denoted by reference character -7 — rather than "17" and to 
correct a minor error in claim 24. With regard to claim 27, the recitation of "the central 
guide shaft" is considered the same element as the guide shaft recited in claim 24.
